INJURIES 

Injuries  in  the  past  few  weeks 
have  ended  the  playing  careers  of 
starting  linebacker  Sid  Frazier 
and  tailback  Perry  Roderigue  and 
also  sidelined  regular  defensive 
halfback  Hank  Mercado. 

The  suspension  of  quarterback 
John  Erdhaus  for  disciplinary  rea- 
sons has  thrust  sophomore  Marc 
Lyons  into  the  starting  assign- 
ment. The  6-2,  192-lb.  Lyons  is 
fifth  in  the  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference in  passing  and  sixth  in 
total  offense. 

Though  the  Cougars  are  favored 
by  as  much  as  two  touchdowns, 
they  are  not  underestimating  the 
Aggies,  coaohed  by  Chuck  Mills 
who  came  to  Utah  State  from  the 
Kansas  City  Chiefs. 

AGGIES  TOUGH 

With  a few  breaks  here  and 
there  the  Aggies  would  have  an 
undefeated  record  on  the  season. 
Though  USU  has  had  difficulty 
scoring,  except  for  a 44-27  pasting 
over  West  Texas  State,  the  Farm- 
ers have  presented  stubborn  re- 
sistance to  opposing  offenses. 

Led  by  All-American  candidate 
Bill  “The  Spoiler”  Staley,  the 
Utah  Staters  have  allowed  an 
average  of  82  yards  rushing  and, 
while  giving  up  168.7  yards  per 
game  on  passes,  only  four  TD’s 
have  been  scored  against  them 
through  the  air. 

RUNNING  GAME 
BYU’s  newly-discovered  run- 
ning game,  which  accounted  for 
an  amazing  377  yards  during  the 
deluge  last  Saturday  against 
Utah,  will  get  a severe  test 
against  the  Ags’  forward  wall.
